5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the support of a Public 
Health Nurse to be employed by the Red Cross Organ- 
ization. 

6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the support of Libraries 
and where it shall be expended. 

7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the proper celebration 
of Old Home Week. 

8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for State Aid Construction. 

9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Street Lighting in the 
villages of Sanbornville, Union, Wakefield Corner, and 
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East Wakefield. 

10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the proper observance 
of Memorial Day. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire such sums of money as may be 
necessary to pay Town bills in anticipation of taxes. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate any money for the suppression of Brown 
Tail and Gypsy-Moths. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize | 
the Selectmen to sign a contract with neighboring 
Towns covering the charge for emergency use of 
out of Town fire equipment. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for Huggins Hospital in 
Wolfeboro. ;
